as they become due. 

IJ.—Be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that it shall 
be lawful for the County Council of the corporation of this County 
at any time to appoint and fix the salaries ‘by resolution of the officers 
named above should a vacancy occur by death or otherwise. 

IIl.—And be it further fenacted that all By-Laws, or resolution 
having the effect of a By-Law of this Council, jinconsistent with the 
wording or interpretation of this By-Law are hereby repealed.
